Germania customers close to recoverin

Ralph and Dorothy Asbury remem 
ber the day in 1988 when they inves’ 
ed $5,000 in capital notes in the for- 
mer GermaniaBank in Alton 

“Germania offered 11 percent inter- 
est to buy the notes. It looked like a 
good deal,’” said Ralph Asbury, a 
retired Laclede Steel Co. worker 
from Meadowbrook. 

The Asburys and hundreds of other 
note-buyers trusted GermaniaBank, a 
landmark that had operated in Alton 
since 1890. 

Asbury remembered the sales pitch 
from the Germania representative 
nine years ago.

Athletes are keeping pace with the rest of the 
student body at SIUE, with most scoring 
respectable grade-point averages and graduat- 
ing at rates similar to other students, accord- 
ing to a report presented Thursday 

Cindy Jones, director of intercollegiate sports 
at Southern Illinois University at Edwardsville, 
told the Board of Trustees that students are 
coming to the university to pursue their studies 
first and athletics second 

Jones and athletics counselor Nancy Parker 
presented their report about the academic sta- 
tus of student-athletes to the trustees’ Academ- 
ic Matters Committee. 

“Division II students are not usually coming 
here to get lucrative contracts to play profes 
sional sports. My impression is that they all 
are working on a degree. They are serious 
about pursuing their degrees, and they are con. 
cerned about grades,’’ Parker said. 

“A number of them are physical education 
majors, or they are interested in sports medi- 
cine or are in other disciplines, such as educa- 
tion, where they also are interested in coaching 
someday. We have the full gamut of student: 

Parker said an increasing number of athlet 
participating. in the university’s 14 sports offer- 
ings are ‘coming closer” to graduating within 
four years, particularly because they also take 
summer school courses.

The number of athletes also is growing on 
campus — by 20 percent in the past two years. 
More scholarships are available, the track pro- 
gram has been expanded and’ gender equity 
has boosted those numbers, Jones said. 

She said that with the ‘growing number of 
on-campus residents, athletes also are getting 
more involved in other activities on campus 
and in the nearby community. 

According to the report, 85 percent of the 
student-athletes stay through the first year, 
compared to 70 percent of the total student 
body. 

The five-year “‘persistence’’ rate is 59 per- 
cent, compared to 39 percent of all students 

The report showed grade-point averages for 
male athletes were 2.70 in 1995-96 and 2.65 in 
1996-97; for females, they were 2.99 and 2.91, 
respectively. 

In_ 1995-96, five sports teams representing 
more than one- third of the athletes earned 
grade-point averages of 3.0 or higher. 

In 1996-97, the average hours earned and the 
average GPA remained about the same for the 
athletes, although the number of teams earning 
“B” averages dropped to three 

On average over the past few years, the 
number of student-athletes on academic proba- 
tion or suspension has remained about 5 _per- 
cent.

tals receive. Some hospitals 
have responded by building or 
turning a part of the hospital 
into skilled nursing facilities in 
order to provicde continued 
care. Even in a skilled nursing 
facility, Medicare reimburse 
ment requires that the condi- 
tion for which treatment is pro- 
vided meets certain criteria 
and funding is limited to a 
maximun of 100 days. National- 
ly, Medicare pays less than 2 
percent of all nursing home 
care 








Several communities have a 
skilled nursing facility attached 
to their independent apart- 
ments. ‘However, a growing 
number of individuals are 
somewhere in between, not 
requiring 24-hour nursing care, 
but needing a little assistance 
maintaining their independence.
